Grass Valley and Nevada City are two mighty good 
towns, full of as fine a lot of people as one ever 


A TRIP TO'THE MOUNTAINS - 


This seribe has just returned from another trip 
Mrs. 


jnto the high Sierra mountains, over in Nevada and 
Sierra counties, where he not only climbed trails at 
dizzy heights, but also ran into snew, over ‘between 
North Columbia and Alleghany and Forest. Those 
are sure real mountains over there, as high and 
precipitous as the ‘Rockies, and all through them 
are gold mines that are marvelous in 
riches. After visiting a number of the big pro- 
ducers of that section we can now understand 
how it is that California ranks first among the 
states in the production of gold. We 
much gokl this trip as the farmers of the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin vableys have of potatoes, 
fruit, and alfalfa. Some of it locks like a jewelry 
store and some reminds one of a U.S. mint... That 
is a high grade gold section over there, and the 
miners handle gold with as much indifference as 
those of Pennsylvania do coal. Ordinary good 
ore they pay little attention to, and ere 
cnly interested it is, to use their own 
parlence, “lousy with gold.” 

Anfé we saw a lot of jf that just exactly 
that, and took some of it down out of the mines 
and breught it’ home, thanks to the courtesy of the 
management of some of the big mines. We are 
carrying around in our pockets today gold ore 
from over there ftiat runs about $20,000 to the 
tem and looks almost like $20 gold pieces, We 
made this trip more for the purpose of going 
through and examining the Kate Hardy mine at 
Forest than anything else, and this we did thor- 
oughly, by the kindness and courtesy of Mr. Briggs, 
of San Jose, principal owner, and Mr. William 
Casserly, superintendent of the mine. We do not 
know whether you readers are interested in gold 
or not, but judge you are, by the way you work 
hard all your lives just to get enough. to keep 
scul and body and automobile together. If one 
thas gold he can get pretty nearly anything else 
in this old world he wants. 

We put in twenty years mining, and our judg- 
ment is, after examining that Hardy miné, that it 
is ore of the biggest and best gold mines in Cal- 
fornia. -A great deal of its ore is wonderously 
ich, and we got inside information, which, we

‘One thing that makes all this interesting is the 
‘fact that Richmond men own a bunch of. mining 
claims on the same vein and adjoining the Hardy; 
they are. to tap the vein in the spring with a 
ecrossecut now being driven; if the ore is the same 
as on both sides of them, they are as good as 
millionaires, and, incidentally, will spend part of 
it in helping to build up Richmond. 

In thut immediate neighborhood are a number 
of famous and very rich gold mines, all working 
large forces now and adding materially to the 
wealth of the world. A man named Johnson there 
owned what is now the Tichner mine. He took 
out $700,000 and then sold it to the presen: com- 
‘pony for about 2 million. The 16 to 1 mine, ad- 
@acent, is even richer than that, 18 is also the 
@1, the Mugwump and a rumber of others. Some 
of these have produced millions of dollars and are 
dstill at it, Allegheny and Forest having about a 
thousand men at work in the mines. 

We'were accompapied on this trp by Messrs. Wel- 
‘don, Rush and Andérson, the latter driving an Oak-

Everybody over there is dcing well in a business 
Way and prospering, the towns naturally prosper- 
ing along with the mines. At Allegheny it is difficult 
to get a bedroom, as everything is occupied and 
everybody ‘busy. We saw no evidence of unem- 
ployment at all, except in the valley countries here 
and there some man trudging along pac ‘king a roll 
of blankets. One noticeabie thing about that, also, 
is the fact that autoists invariably give those fel- 
lows a ride, and the crews on. the freight trains 
let thera so it is not difficult for them 
to make in getting from one place to 
another. noticed many offers 
cn the employment agengy blackboards of jobs 
of all kinds, ‘n the mines, on the farms, in the 
lumber cumps and other lines, and good wag, 
offered. Camp caoks seemed to be in great de- 
mend at $125 a month and ‘board, steady jobs. 
Seeramerito was as lively as a cricket and all the 
various towns along the agricultural sections 
levked the same. 

It is quite an object lesson to take a trip like 
this, as it gives Opportunity to note conditions 
in many different lines of business activity. Start- 
ing out from Richmond, the smoke pouring out of 
many big chimneys, the swarms cf mechanics, the 
comings and goings of many trains and hoats, tell 
of industrial activity, and the same is true all 
along the waterfront sections up the San Pablo 
bay and the straits, with the big sugar factory at 
Crockett, the oil works at Oleum, Martinez and 
elsewhere. Getting then to Vallejo the navy yards 
show another branch of activity, and it is also 
noticeable that Vallejo has builded up and grown 
something wonderful in the past few years, Nice 
home places are building there for miles out 
into the residence districts. Then comes. the 
great agricultural regions, and the ‘evidence : of 
their prosperity is so plentiful and varied that 
there can be no possible doubt about it. The 
farmers and fruit growers are getting rich, and 
everybody who says, .to,.the contrary is .mistaken. 
Their complaint of times and prices is unfounded;
